Teachers Will Hold Off 


On Contract Negotiations 


The Andover Teachers Assn, 
will hold off for the time being 
any attempt to negotiate acontract 
with the Andover School Committee 
under terms of the new state 
bargaining law for municipal eme= 
ployees, 

President James Murphy said 
Tuesday his organization willcon- 
tinue to function under the terms 
of a professional recognition 
agreement signed by the teachers’ 
group and the policy board last 
year, 

Murphy was queried by the 
TOWNSMAN about local contract 
plans after an announcement was 
released by the Massachusetts 
Teachers Assn, reporting that 
4,500 Commonwealth teachers will 
be represented by local affiliates 
of the association as a result of 
bargaining recognitions gained in 
the first two months of operation 


of the new bargaining law for 
public employees, 

The high school mathematics 
instructor said the Andover 
affiliate of the state organization 
has decided to postpone any con= 
tract action until decisions on 
court cases now pending clear up 
the question of how inclusive re~ 
presentation can be. 

This issue was raised here in 
February when Town Counsel 
Frederic S, O’Brien advised the 
School Committee that in his legal 
opinion principals, assistant prin= 
cipals, directors and department 
heads function as _ executive 
officers of the school department 
and as such cannot be part of the 
same bargaining unit that re- 
presents employees whom they 
supervise. He did not rule out the 
possibility that administrators can

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Board Indecisive On Sites 


on Main Street, owned by Con- 
tractor C, Lincoln Giles, Giles 
announced some months ago that 
he would use the shell of the brick 
building in development of an 
apartment complex, but work on 
the project has not yet begun, 

Both this location and the Elm 
Square site are known to be favored 
by a number of firefighters who 
have voiced their disapproval of

Spanish is the native tongue of 
most of these workers, it has been 
necessary to instruct and assist 
in their health education by using

This program is vitally im- 
portant for two reasons: First, 
because farmers and in fact, other 
employers of unskilled labor, want 
and need help, especially since a 
law was passed last year which 
essentially bars foreign labor in 
this country, except in fields where 
a shortage of workers is proved 
to exist. Second, and equally im- 
portant, these laborers, willing to 
work andtrying to help themselves, 
need the protection and guidance 
that this program provides, to help 
them settle into decent living and 
working arrangements, 

Most of the workers and their 
families are trying to exist on 
incomes that fall far below $3,000 
a year, Indeed, many families exist 
on less than $2,000, Unfortunately 
there are few other job opportuni- 
tes for the agricultural worker 
after the farming season ends. 
Presently there is no standard 
minimum wage set and the migrant 
works, in many cases, without 
benefit of any health or unemploy- 
ment insurance, However, these 
inequalities are expected to be cor= 
rected in new legislation being 
proposed this year,

Tower, Signs 


Are Approved 


In recent decisions the Zoning 
Board of Appeals cleared the way 
for construction of an AT&T tele=- 
phone exchange tower and service 
building on Wood Hill and for two 
signs requested by Allied Chemical 
Co, whose new warehousing opera= 
tion in open on Dascomb Road, 

Approved was a special permit 
for the tower and a variance from 
single residence C frontage and 
setback requirements for the 
telephone company, The board 
stated that since construction of 
the station at the precise location 
requested by AT&T is regarded as 
a ‘“‘public convenience and ne- 
cessity’’ by the Federal Commu= 
nications Commission it is likely 


the Department of Public Utilities 
would overrule the Andover board 
if it refused the permit and vari= 
ance, 

A permit for construction of a 
$125,000 reinforced concrete 
building to house electronic equip= 
ment at the site has already been 
issued, 

An easement over the former 
town property is to be retained 
by Andover as access to a water 
tower located on the same hill. 

The variance given Allied 
Chemical Co, will permit the firm 
to erect two six by fourteen foot 
signs in a V shape at a location 
fronting on Route 93,

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“Spend Wisely 


The waters of Fish Brook are trapped. We have cheated 
the Merrimack of what will most surely be enough water 
to raise the level of Haggett’s Pond to the maximum before 
the dry season. It gives us a sense of well being just 
knowing that spring’s wealth of water is flowing at our 


command, 

The danger now is that this feeling of satisfaction will 
lull us into a false sense of security. 

Andover water restrictions may be lifted later in the 
season. Officials seem certain that they can be. But this 
does not mean the drought is over nor that we can all 
drift into lavish, thoughtless use of nature’s most pre- 
cious commodity without risking later consequences. 

From Washington comes word that there is no significant 
relief in sight for the Northeast and that, for the fifth con- 
secutive summer, experts are advising prudent municipali- 
ties to conserve, conserve, conserve. 

It is important that we continue to take the town’s water 
restrictions seriously so long as they are in force. It is 
equally important that we develop habits of conservation 
that will keep us perpetually aware of the need to spend 
water as judiciously as the cautious Yankee spends cash. 


Friendly Persuader 


The new water rates may somewhat forcefully persuade 
Andover homeowners to embrace the cause of water con- 
servation. They will mean about a 30 percent annual 
increase in water fees for most families, according to the 
town manager’s calculations. 

For the first time, the town’s residents will begin to 
have some idea of what it costs to provide clean, depend- 
able water for a community of this size. Until now, a 
major portion of the expense has been hidden in the 
annual budget and taxes collected from big and little 
water users alike have paid the deficit. 

Like growing up, it may hurt a little. But it makes 
sense to put the water department, a municipally operated 
utility, on a self sustaining basis. 


About The Dogs 


The vigor with which voters shouted down a Town 
Meeting article which would have required dog owners to 
Supervise their canine’s comings and goings makes it 
abundantly clear that they are not interested in any meas- 
ure that would force the en masse restraining of house- 
hold pets. 

But this does not mean it is a dead issue. There are 
increasing numbers of people, some of them responsible 
dog owners, who are concerned and annoyed by the total 
freedom some residents give their animals. 

On the one hand there is concern over the nuisance 
dogs make of themselves at various elementary schools 
where they aré both an annoyance and a safety hazard. 
(This latter contention is borne out by the fact that there 
were 94 cases of dog bite reported in Andover last year, 
admittedly a decrease from the all-time 1964 high of 122, 
but nevertheless an awesome total.) 

And elsewhere, improperly cared for pets plague neigh- 
bors with yowling, scrapping, the mutilation of flowers 
and shrubs and the littering of trash. 

At last count there were 1,787 licensed dogs in Andover 
and an undetermined number of strays. We cannot afford 
the citified luxury of a full-time dog officer, and that is 
what it would take to enforce any legal restriction on 
canine freedom, 

But neither can we ignore the rights of people who do 
not choose to own pets nor to share responsibility for 
those of others. The matter now rests in the hands of the 
dog owners. 

If they are to preserve and/or improve their image, they 
must train their pets to mind their manners . 
their own by keeping the dogs at home.

Wetland Use 


Rediseussed 


Acreage Development Corp. 
presented revamped plans for 
development of contested land in a 
subdivision off River Road at a 
Planning Board hearing Monday, 

The developer’s original plans 
for portions of the area lying close 
by Fish Brook ran afoul of the 
state’s new law for protection of 
wetlands, 

Acreage Development has now 
redesigned the layout, eliminating 
five house lots and moving another 
300 feet or so away from the 
swampy lands in question, 

Conservationists at the hearing 
continued to object, but Water Supt, 
Donald C, Bassett told the board 
he had no objections to the new 
proposal, He said he felt Developer 
Jean Chalifour had made every 
effort to cooperate in replanning 
his project, Bassett opposed the 
original layout largely because he 
feared construction activity would 
lead to the settling of a fine, in= 
soluable clay in Fish Brook, now 
being used as a source of water 
for the municipal water system. 

The revised plans must be 
cleared~ by the Department of 
Natural Resources,
